As the rescu ers fo u nd a bo dy it was 
arried to the entries.

Lo ndo n, April 24.—The news o f the 
fall o f Scu tari to the Mo ntenegrin 
arm s has been received with ex trao r­ 
dinary dem o nstratio ns o f jo y in all 
the allied capitals, no tably Belgrade, 
and the Bu lgarian premier has sent 
effu sive co ngratu latio ns to the Mo nte­ 
negrin premier. 
The first effect o f tha fall o f the 
fo rtress has been the ex tensio n o f the 
internatio nal nu val blo ckade to Du - 
razzo , bu t what will be the nex t step 
o f the po wers In facing the new situ ­ 
atio n it is difficu lt to fo retell. Acco rd­ 
ing to the view prevailing at St. Pe­ 
tersbu rg the co ercio n o f Mo ntenegro 
wo u ld no t be an easy matter. 
Au stria-Hu ngary already ha B made 
pro po sals to the jio wers with a view 
to co mpelling Mo ntenegro to evacu at* 
Scu tari, bu t it is no t certain that su ch 
a pro po sal will be welco med. 
The Vienna co rrespo ndent o f the 
Daily Telegraph asserts that the Au s­ 
trian go vernm ent lias repeatedly bu t 
vainly tried to indu ce the po wers 
to co nsent to the landing o f fo rces 
fro m the internatio nal fleet to pu t 
pressu re u ;x m King Nicho las. He adds 
that Au striu n patience is no w ex hau st­ 
ed and that Au stria insists either that

Au stria believes that an ex peditio n­ 
ary fo rce o f 40.000 can achieve this 
task witho u t blo o dshed and u nless the 
po wers speedily co me to a decisio n 
she will act alo ne.

fo r two firemen o n large lo co mo tives 
is denied, ex cept in case o f necessity. 
Ano ther requ est fo r which the fire­ 
men fo u ght, namely, the standardiza­ 
tio n o f wages based o n the weight o f 
lo co mo tives o n drives, wns granted, 
altho u gh the award pro vides that all 
wages that were higher o r co nditio ns 
that were better than fix ed in the 
award shall no t be Interfered with 
This pro visio n affects a nu mber o f 
railro ads. 
The firemen also were re­ 
lieved o f the du ty o f cleaning en- 
gi/Am. 
The award is co nsidered in the na­ 
tu re o f a co mpro mise, as the firemen 
asked an increase estimated In the 
neighbo rho o d o f 15 per cent. 
The to ­ 
tal am o u nt o f wages paid the firemen, 
who nu mber abo u t 35,000, is $ 29,000,- 
000, so that the increase o f fro m 10 
to 12 per cent will co st the railro ads 
fro m $ 2,900,000 to $ 3.4*0,000 annu ally. 
The award is effective May 3, this 
date having been fix ed In acco rdance 
with the pro visio ns o f the Erdman act 
u nder which the ho ard was appo inted.

From the first Madoro w a s nn ea sy 
ta rget for his enemies. 
Ills fa ilure to 
fulfill the chief pledge conta ined in the 
program of San Luts Potosí ma de him 
v ulnerable. 
This wns the pledge to 
div ide the land a mong the people when 
he had conquered Dia z—In other words, 
to break up the grea t esta tes so tha t 
the poor man could buy a sma ll plot 
of land a nd a ctua lly ow n It. 
This wa s the pla tform on which Ma- 
dero w ent to wa r and on which he 
fought his wa y to v ictory.

Ralph All*?rt Blakelock, an nrtlst 
j who hns been nil inm ate of an insane 
asylum for sixteen years, w as recently 
I elected to an associate memliership in 
the National Academy of Design. The 
balloting took place In New York. 
There were thirty-one other candi- 
■ dates, but Mr. Blakelock alone received 
the unanim ous support of the hundred 
academ icians voting. 
The decision to 
honor Mr. Blakelock wns mnde after 
one of his paintings had lx*en sold for 
9 13,(100 and others had been bung in 
the M etropolitan m useum , the Brook­ 
lyn institute, the Corcoran gallery nnd 
1 the National gallery, in W ashington. 
The career of Mr. Blakelock was one 
of the tragedies of American art. 
He 
was bon* in New York on Oct. 15. 1817.

n ot h e r “biggest ship in the 
world” was launched recently 
t 
at a Scotch shipyard. 
She Is 
the Aquitania of the Cunard 
line and Is much larger than unother 
“biggest In the world.” the ill fated 
Titanic, the sink ing of which on her 
maiden v oyage, with the loss of more 
than 1,500 liv es, was a blow that stun­ 
ned the whole civ ilized world. 
Not long 
a g o the Hamburg-Amerlcan 
liner Imperator was launched as “the 
biggest ship in the world.” The Aqui- 
tanla tak es that honor now, in popular 
opinion, being a foot longer than the 
great Germnn ship. 
The Imperator. 
howev er, will hav e a greater tonnage 
and passenger capacity. 
Her speed 
will be less than that of the Aquitania 
by half n k not an hour. 
The big ship building race between 
these two powerful ocean transporta­ 
tion companies is not yet ended. 
In 
fact, the planning of other ships which 
will be bigger than either the Impera­ 
tor or the Aquitania already Is under 
way; hence comes the question. “What 
will the ‘world's biggest steamship’ 
ev entually be?" 
Asto unding Predictio n. 
The answer of an English authority 
is. “A ship half a mile long, register­ 
ing 200.006 tons, hav ing a beam of 210 
feet and accommodations for 00,000 
passengers. If the growth in the size 
of ships continues as fast for the next 
forty years as It has during the last 
forty." 
By means of a plotted curv e he In­ 
dicated the growing size of modern lin­ 
ers. which begins with the Great W est­ 
ern in 18-10 and rises with steadily in­ 
creasing ascent to the Aquitania and 
Imperator of today. 
If this curv e Is 
projected in the most conserv ativ e 
path to the year 19 35 you hav e a ship 
1.000 feet long and in two decades 
more one of 2,350. or fiv e times the 
length of the Olympic. 
"Ships hav e been growing larger,” he 
said, “ev er since Mr. Paleolithlcus, or 
more probably his young son. first sat 
on a log and paddled himself across a 
creek . 
And the growth has been per­ 
fectly continuous except for one break 
at the close of the Roman empire, 
when civ ilization declined. 
“The extremely rapid dev elopment 
of materinl civ ilization today will sure­ 
ly not be so much halted in the next 
generation, especially slnee the speed 
of progress is accelerating. 
And one 
of the characteristics of civ iiizuilon 
has for a century been a univ ersal 
growth In the slzo of things—buildings, 
railroads, ships, machines. 
A Steady Gro wth. 
“It Is hard to imagine n ship whose 
cable link s eucb weigh two-thirds of a 
ton being launched in two decades and 
a half. 
But the curv e of growth has 
been steady and sure, except where the 
Great Eastern exceeded It 
If we say 
that it will not continue In the future 
we but echo whut has been said lime 
and again In the past, and always the 
curv e has continued. 
“Objections that greater ships would 
be unwieldy or too deep for our har­ 
bors hav e beeu made In the past and 
blotted out by the next lev iathan. The 
adv antages of hav ing such large ships 
will be the greater speed they will af­ 
ford. a reduction of the dangers at sea 
and the prov ision of greater comforts 
and amusements, not to mention the 
pructicui abolition of seasick ness." 
The launching of the Aquitania ne­ 
cessitated arrangements on a scale of 
magnitude nev er before required at a 
shipyard on the riv er Clyde. 
The area of the sliding ways was 
about 10,(MX) square feet and the pres­ 
sure about 2.0 tons per square foot 
Though the new ship was built on the 
berth occupied by the Lusitania, the 
ground had to be remade. 
To enable it to beur the load It was 
piled and crosspiled, and ov er the cross­ 
piles were placed layers of steel plates 
and quantities of cem ent especially 
toward the way ends, where the pres­ 
sure when the v essel was partly water 
borne was enormous. 
In addition to 
the preparations In the yard, a good 
deal wus done in the riv er itself with 
the object of securing sufficient room 
and water for the liner when she was 
put afloat 
Under their act of 19 01 the Clyde 
nav igation trustees widened u part of 
the riv er opposite the yard for the pur­ 
pose of accommodating the Lusitania, 
and since that time. In anticipation of 
the launching of the Aquitanlu, the 


widening bus l>een continued along the 
north side of the Newshot Isle—that Is, 
along the south bunk of the Clyde. 


Dredg ing Necessary . 
A large piece of laud wus remov ed, 
and dredging operations Increased the 
depth of water in front of the slip. 
Special prov ision had to be made in or­ 
der that when the ship “dipped" on 
finally leav ing the ways there would 
be an adequate depth of water. 
This abnormal depth la. howev er, 
necessary only ov er a comparativ ely 
■mall urea. 
.The builder*' .fitting out 


basin 
ClydeUank "also had to be 
dredged to accommodate the liner. 
The Aquitania is expected to 
reach 
New York o n her maiden trip in the 
spring of 1014. 
Her arriv al there will 
present a new problem to the 
harbo r 
ex perts, for special precautions must 
be observ ed in placing such a lev iathan 
in a berth at the water front 
An linportnnt feature of the Aquita­ 
nia is the protection of v ulnerable 
parts by menus of a double shell, an 
inner as well as an outer, both being 
water tight Further prov ision against 
flooding in case of an accident also 
has been made by the construction of 
water tight deck s. 
Anti-rolling tank s 
also will be used. 
The div ision of the ship into water 
tight compartments is much more ex­ 
tensiv e than is required by any regu­ 
lations, 
and 
exceptional 
conditions 
might therefore hav e been obtainable 
in connection with the lifeboats. 
The Cunnrd company fifteen months 
ago submitted its plans to the British 
board of trade for an installation of 
lifeboats to accommodate ev ery pas­ 
senger on board. Two motor lifeboat* 
also will be prov ided.

Lesso n Fro m the Titanic. 
The same prov isions against acci­ 
dents also will be found In the big lin­ 
ers Lusitania. Mauretania and Impera­ 
tor. 
Profiting by the appalling lesson 
of the Titanic disaster, the owners of 
that lost “queen of the seas" also are 
equipping their v essels with double 
hulls. The Olympic, sister ship to the 
Titanic, is nn example. 
All that human sk ill can do to mak e 
the Olympic safe has been done. 
For 
four months she was in the hands of 
her builders, and at a cost of $1,500,000 
she was giv en a double hull and equip­ 
ped with lifeboats capable of holding 
all her passengers and crew and with 
dav its to lower them safe from the 
ship in the ev ent of an accident. 
The Olympic Is now n ship within a 
ship, nnd to mak e her so she was sub­ 
mitted to the greatest piece of surgery 
ev er performed. 
This Inner sk in is a 
great water tight compartment so sub­ 
div ided by bulk heads that it would ap­ 
pear impossible to sink her. no m atter 
how great a hole might be torn in the 
outer shell. 
The greatest menace to nav igation Is 
Icebergs and, next, derelicts. 
It was 
an Iceberg that sent the mighty T itan­ 
ic to her doom, an iceberg that ripped 
her bottom open as n fishmonger rips a 
fish. But there ne« *d be no fear of such 
a catastrophe ov ertak ing the improv ed 
Olympic. 
The surgeons attended to 
tha t 
When the Olympic came from the 
operating room she had a new sk in 
grafted, not on the outside, for that is 
an ev eryday operation, but on the in­ 
side. 
From bow to stem on either side 
nnd from her double bottom to a dis­ 
tance of sev en feet abov e the water 
line this inner sk in extends. 
Between 
the Inner sk in nnd the outer sk in and 
extending ucross the entire ship are 
thick steel bulk heads. 
The result of the double sk in and the 
bulk heads Is to produce ov er 100 wa­ 
ter tight compartments, mak ing it lilt 
possible for the big ship to sink ev en 
though she were stov e in at the bows 
for a distance of forty feet. 


Plenty o f Lifebo at*. 
To mak e the ship doubly safe for 
her crew and passengers there are 
sixty-fiv e llfelioats on the boat deck , 
capable of bolding 3.488 persons, and 
when It is realized that the carrying 
capacity of the v essel, both passenger 
and crew, is 3,473 it will be seen that 
tbere is no scnrelty of boats. 
When the Olympic went into the 
hands of the surgeons it wns necessary 
to lift sev eral of the twenty-eight boil­ 
ers of the steamer from their beds to 
penult the riv eters and platers to 
work . 
Upward of 100.000 .*iv ets bad to be 
drawn and 250.000 new riv ets ham­ 
mered home on the 1,200 tons of new 
plates thut compose the lnuer sk in of 
the ship. 
As a result of tho operation the 
weight of tho patient was Increased 
from 45,324 to 46.350 tons gross regis­ 
ter. 
Such a great amount of labor on the 
big ships now under construction nev ­ 
er will be necessary after they are put 
Into serv ice for the reason that the 
double shell and other safety dev ices 
are being installed as primary fea­ 
tures of construction. 
For Instance, the Aquitania and the 
Imperator will carry two motor life­ 
boats each and will hav e powerful 
searchlights and wireless apparatus of 
the greatest possible efficiency.

His chief desire in life is to be dress­ 
ed according to the situation, 
if he 
receiv es an officer he dons the uniform 
of that particular regiment; If he is 
sailing he is the immaculate yachts­ 
man. from his snow white canv as 
shoes to his natty yachting cap. 
If the son of an officer or a well 
k nown dignitary comes to giv e the 
official news of his father’s death the 
k aiser receiv es him in the uniform of 
the dead father. 
If it is a delegation 
from ono of those regiments of which 
he is the bead he holds the audience 
In the uniform of the regiment thus 
fav ored—Bav arian, Hessian, Saxon or 
that of Baden or of Wurttemberg. 
If a foreign ambassador is announc­ 
ed the k aiser wears the uniform of a 
Prussian general, gaudily decorated 
with tho honorary orders of the coun­ 
try of the v isitor.

On landing the guests excused them­ 
selv es. and the k aiser went to his spe­ 
cial train. 
He disappeared a few mo­ 
ments, and shortly afterward an offi­ 
cer of the First Royal dragoons walk ­ 
ed into the drawing room of the train. 
No one rose in salute until the officer 
spok e. 
It was the emperor. 
Arriv ing at the Wolferton station, 
where the attaches of the court aw ait­ 
ed him, the word had goue around of 
his costume. 
But they strained their 
eyes uselessly for the dragoon. 
The 
k aiser stepped off the train in a frock 
coat, a top hat and pearl gray glov es, 
the picture of a well groomed Eug- 
Us h man. 
While in England he appeared in the 
costume of a Berlin field marshal, a 
British admiral, in both the dress and 
undress uniforms of an officer of the 
Royal dragoons and finally in the robes 
of a D. L C.t the degree that Oxford 
univ ersity conferred, upon occasions 
that he was Been in civ ilian clothes.

Some 
claim that neither His life nor His 
death wns different from that of other 
tnen. 
Others claim thnt Jesus came 
into the world to show mank ind how to 
liv e and die for u good cause. 
Oth­ 
ers bewildered declare that they see no 
relationship between Jesus’ death and 
what they hav e been taught Is tho 
ikui 
alty for sin; v iz.. eternal torment. 
In general, said the Pnstor, there is 
confusion upou tho subject, and only 
those who get the proper focus on the 
question of why Christ died enn be 
mentally at rest, and enter sym pathet­ 
ically into the great Plan of God. of 
which the death of Jesus for human re­ 
demption Is n part. 
The Pnstor protested against the too 
common practise of accepting a portion 
of the Bible and rejecting the remain­ 
der. 
He declared that any man wise 
enough to criticise the Inspired Word 
should be accepted as nn inspired au­ 
thority. capable of writing a better 
statem ent of the Div ine Plan. 
He be­ 
liev es that the Holy Scriptures, as St. 
Pnul declares, were written aforetime 
by holy men for the admonition of the 
Church, because God wishes Ills people 
to understand Ills arrangements. 
We 
should hold fast “the faith once deliv ­ 
ered to tho saints," and not allow the 
wisdom of men to mak e the Word of 
God of none effect. 
He reminded his 
hearers that Jesus reprov ed tho Phuri 
sees for neglecting the Word of God 
and preferring the traditions of men. 
Our English Bible, said he. dot's not 
profess to be tho Word of God, but 
merely a translation of It. 
If there­ 
fore we find mistranslations which mis­ 
represent the original Scriptures, we 
should correct these, nnd admit thnt 
the translations nro not Inspired.

Arbitration Board Grants Nearly 


Ail Demends. 


New York, April 24.— Railroad fire­ 
men are granted an Increase In pay 
estimated at from IO to 12 per cent 
by the award of the Erdman act ar­ 
bitration board in 
their 
case, 
Just 
handed down. 
Other claims of the 
firemen are allowed, but the demand 
for two firemen on large locomotives 
Is denied, except in case of necessity. 
Another request for which the fire­ 
men fought, namely, the standardiza­ 
tion of wages based on the weight of 
locomotives on drives, was granted, 
although the award provides that all 
wages that were higher or conditions 
that were better than fixed in the 
award shall not be interfered with 
This provision affects a number of 
railroads. 
The firemen also were re­ 
lieved of the duty of cleaning en­ 
gines. 
The award is considered In the na­ 
ture of a compromise, as tho firemen 
asked an increase estimated in the 
neighborhood of 15 per cent. 
The to­ 
tal amount of wages paid the firemen, 
who number about 35,000, is $29,000,- 
000, so that the increase of from IO 
to 12 per cent will cost the railroads 
from $2,900,OOO to $3,480,000 annually. 
The award is effective May 3, this 
date having been fixed In accordance 
with the provisions of the Erdm an aet 
under which the board was appointed.

BJORGE AND 
TAYLOR RETURN 


Bjorge Gives a Thrilling Account of 
Their Experiences in 
Venezuela 


HAVE FIGHT WITH CANNIBALS 


Shower of Wooden Pointed Poison­ 
ous Arrows Whizzed About 
Their Heads 


After a th rillin g adventure with 
a head-hunting band of Motoilones 
Indians in the western wilds of Vene­ 
zuela, Feb. 24, Guy M. BJorge of Du­ 
luth. and William L. Taylor of Dun- 
das, Minn., have roached home safe­ 
ly. 
Mr. Bjorge arrived 
in 
Duluth 
early yesterday morning, leaving his 
class m ate at Minneapolis. 


Mr. Bjorge and Mr. Taylor g rad u ­ 
ates from the M innesota College of 
Mines, were employed as m ining en­ 
gineers by an eastern syndicate to go 
to Venezuela and prospect for petrol­ 
eum. They reached Maracaibo, a city 
of 70,000 population, w here they out­ 
fitted for th eir trip into the interior 
of the state of Zulia. 
W ith six Vene­ 
zuelan peons, and a cam ping outfit 
they set out, tak in g a boat down 
Maracaibo lake to Kncontradoe from 
w hich point they reached Ey Guyabo, 
a village in the sta te of Zulia. From 
El Guyabo they started west, pro­ 
gressing slowly beyond the Zulia riv­ 
er. 
In this particular section of the 
country white men seldom venture, 
principally from the fact th a t there 
are no roads or open country. Every 
step had to be taken over a trail cut 
by the peons through a mass of palms 
thick rooted vines and ram bling u n d ­ 
erbrush of many varieties. 
Before 
leaving El Guyabo careful inquries 
had been made regarding the country 
into which the two M innesotans and 
their guides were m aking their way. 
They were told th at they would And 
no trace of Indians or other in h ab it­ 
ants. 


Two months out from El Guyabo 
a stop was made while the guide went 
ahead in an o th er direction to make a 
trail. 
Mr. Taylor left the camp alone 
for a few minutes. 
The rest of the 
story was graphically related by Mr. 
Bjorge to a News Tribune reporter 
at his home, 613 East E ighth street, 
yesterday, 
lie said: 


“ The previous reports regarding 
our brush with a band of Motoilones 
Indians were som ew hat exaggerated. 
The first report corried back to El 
Guyabo by a Venezuelan not attached 
to our party, was that w'e had been 
surrounded by Indians and a bloody 
battle had ensued. 


“ The tru th is, Taylor having left 
our camp a few minutes, started down 
a canyon. 
A 
few m inutes 
afte r­ 
ward we heard the rapid reports of 
his Colt's revolver and lie rushed in­ 
to camp inform ing tis that he had 
been attacked by a band of Indians. 
Every man grabbed a firearm of some 
sort and opened fire in the direction 
from whence Taylor came. 
We saw 
the Indians break from the canyon 


tv of Castilians th a t w ent back for 
our outfit. 
We brought it back! with 
us. 
The Indians use arrow’s tipped 
w ith hardwood while hunting. 
In 
w arfare they employ arrow s capped 
with a poisonous thorn, which pro­ 
duces almost in stan t death a fte r it 
enters the flesh. 
“ Our ru n n in g fight w ith the In­ 
dians occurred the m orning of Feb. 
24. 
But one of the a tta c k in g party 
was killed, and Taylor is the man 
who dropped him. 
“Our future plans are a little u n ­ 
settled. 
We may go back to Venezu­ 
ela, but i tall depends on w hat our 
com pany decides to do. 
I will be In 
D uluth for two weeks at least.”— 
Duluth News-Tribune.

Convinced th a t they had been de­ 
stroyed by some Human agency Tay­ 
lor peered around and sim ultaneously 
saw five indians with draw n bows 
aimed tow ard him. 
He whipped out 
his revolver ond fired. 
One Indian 
dropped

ground. 
F irin g and retreatin g tow ard camp 
at the same time, 
he spread 
the 
alarm . 
All of us reached for our 
guns and a fusillade followed. 
A 
shower of wooden-pointed 
arrows 
whizzed around tis, but we eseaiK'd 
u n h u rt. 
W ithout 
w aiting for our 
camp outfit we toakl the trail back 
for El Guyabo. 
I am certain th a t 
the five Indians we saw were on a 
foraging expedition for a larger band 
from the am ount of game they had 
killed. 
This 
was 
verified 
later. 
When we reached El Guyabo. a num ­ 
ber of natives, believing our story 
of the encounter to be a canard, vol­ 
unteered to retu rn to our camp o u t­ 
fit. 
They did so, but before reach­ 
ing Hie place we had pitchdB our 
ten ts we came across a band of Mot- 
oilones num bering between 80 and 
IOO. 
This band, after the foraging 
party had reported our presence in 
the locality, had followed our trail 
back to El Guyabo for several miles. 
“ The Motoilones are a savage, b ar­ 
barous race, reputed to be cannibals. 
They wear no clothing. 
Atm osphere 
and a scowl is their only raim ent. 
IC w they m anage to m ake their way 
way through the canebrakes, m atted 
with poisonous vines and sharp thorn 
bushes is a puzzle, although the peons 
accom panying us w’ore only light san ­ 
dals, clothing being of no use kl the 
tropics so far as w eather conditions 
are concerned. 
The native Venezue­ 
lans have a healthy fear of the Indi­ 
ans, who are generally believed to live 
much farth er in the interior th an 
where we enccmntered them. It was 
about 20 miles fro in El Guyabo where 
our little unpleasantness occurred. 
After retu rn in g to El Guyabo, my 
right arm having become infected 
from the bite of a mosquito, which 
has a peculiar habit of leaving its 
larvae under the skin, I was com­ 
pelled to stay indoors 
for 
several 
w’eeks until three incisions from a 
surgeon s knife had healed and the 
poison from the insect’s 
bite was 
elim inated from my system. 
“One of the arrow s fired at us by 
the Motoilones was found by the par-

DUE TD NEPOTISM 


He Put 150 Members ot His 


Family In Power. 


IS TOO!. OF UNSCRUPULOUS 


N ation Exploited to Verge of B ank­ 
ruptcy 
by the 
Avaricious Officials. 
President 
R uthlessly 
Broke 
His 
Prom ises of Relief to Dow ntrodden 
P eons— Pledged to Divide Lands. 


A man of the highest patriotism and 
loftiest idea Im, both before aud during 
the revolution which he led against 
Porflrio Diaz in 1910, Francisco I. Mu­ 
llen.) rapidly developed tyrannical meth­ 
ods with bls accession to tho presiden­ 
cy of Mexico in the autum n of lu ll. 
Not alone lias Mudero failed, it is 
charged, to ktvn the pledges he made 
to the people when he called for their 
support on the platform of San Luis 
Potosi, but Ids administration has been 
marked by ruthless extravagance, bad 
politics and nepotism. 
For the latter 
the ambition of the members of bis 
family, notably his brother and minis­ 
ter of finance, Gustavo Madero, has 
b$en held largely responsible. 


Madero Fam ily Seize Offices. 
The Maderos as a family opposed 
the uprising against Diaz. holding that 
the latter was too strong ever to be 
overthrown. 
With Francisco Madero's 
success, for which the United States 
was largely responsible, the entire Ma­ 
dero family—and there are more than 
IGO of them —moved on to Mexico City 
and appropriated everything in the 
way of desirable and lucrative offices. 
The president lins been absolutely dom­ 
inated by bis brother Gustavo. 
The latter is the direct antithesis of 
the executive. 
Ile is a strong, force­ 
ful jversonnllty. a man of courage, ini­ 
tiative. cunning and unusual ability. 
Under bls financial management tho 
country in a little more than a year has 
been brought to the very brink of bank­ 
ruptcy. 
It bas been charged that tile 
Madero family lins become enriched 
as the country bas become impoverish­ 
ed, although his worst enemy lins nev­ 
er charged the president himself with 
being money dishonest. 
It is doubtful, however, if any man 
who ever ruled south of the Rio Grande 
has been ail easier tool in the bands of 
unscrupulous officials. 
Men familiar with the real situation 
In Mexico predict a long period of 
disorder before the country 
settles 
down again.

Senor Calero, late minister to W ash­ 
ington, stated In the Mexican congress 
recently that he had been lying to the 
United

body in the City of Mexico and many 
persons In Washington knew perfectly 
well. 
T h at Madero was not forced from 
his place months ago was due to the 
belief throughout 
Mexico 
thnt the 
United States was supporting his ad­ 
ministration. Much as Mexicans, as a 
rule, hate Americans, they 
have a 
wholesome 
respect 
for 
the 
United 
States government. 
From the first Madero was an easy 
target for his enemies. 
His failure to 
fulfill the chief pledge contained in the 
program of San Luis Potosi made him 
vulnerable. 
This was the pledge to 
divide tho land among tho people when 
he had conquered Diaz—In other words, 
to break up the great estates so that 
the poor man could buy a small plot 
of land and actually own it. 
This was the platform on which Ma­ 
dero went to war and on which he 
fought his way to victory. 
From the 
first he was bitterly opposed by the 
Cientlflco group. 
The Cientiflcos are 
not a party. 
The word Is one applied 
largely in derision to the great landed 
proprietors who ruled Mexico with an 
iron hand in the Diaz regime. 
During his time in the presidency 
Madero has never made a move to 
break up the great estates. 
Rebuked 
for this at different times, Ids reply 
has been thnt he could not do every­ 
thing at once and that ho m ust have 
time. 
The division of the land, how­ 
ever, was something the people had 
fought for, and they were not patient 
Within six months the country was 
ripe for a revolution against Madero, 
and the agitators were not slow to 
take advantage of the situation. 


N ation ’s Financial Woes. 
Madero fins had a stormy time as 
president of the republic. 
When he 
was elected there was approximately 
$40,000,000 in the treasury. This fund 
was exhausted; also a loan of $20,000.- 
000 which Gustavo Madero negotiated 
abroad. 
Another loan was being ar­ 
ranged when the present uprising oc­ 
curred,, Sp to the charge of betraying 


the masses by failing to put througn 
the land laws was added the charge 
of extravagance. 
It is said that more 
than IOO of Madero's relatives have 
l>een holding office under his adminis­ 
tration. 
Mnny 
t>etty 
tyrannies 
have 
been 
charged against Madero the last year. 
He has been accused of trying to a r­ 
range the personnel of the legislative 
bodies to suit himself instead of leav­ 
ing it to the voters. 
Methods of this 
sort smacked too much of the Dim 
regime to satisfy the masses.

wholehearted citizens of Brainerd. 
Identified with Brainerd from It ear­ 
liest history, he literally grew up 
with the town. 
Young, vigorous and 
determined, he made this city his 
home in the early days in October, 
1871, at a time when he and this 
city were just at the beginning of 
their careers. 
He was born in Westville, N. Y., 
on March 17, 1843. 
He took a lit­ 
erary course at the University of 
Wisconsin and studied law at Berlin 
in the same state, where he was ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
The Northern Pa­ 
cific railway had Just been built to 
Brainerd and in casting about for 
an opening he decided that Brainerd 
offered good opportunities 
for 
a 
young lawyer about to engage In 
practice. 
Shortly after, he was elected coun­ 
ty attorney, holding th a t position 
continuously until he was elected 
judge, being a period of about fifteen 
years. 
He was elected judge of the 
district in 1888, defeating 
C. 
B. 
Sleeper. 
He was elected a second 
time six years later, defeating P. V. 
Coppernoll, of Wadena. 
He had a 
pardner in the law business early In 
the seventies. 
Later Judge W. S. 
McClenahan became his partner in 
1883 until the time he went on the 
bench. 
He was a very successful practi­ 
tioner and vigorous prosecuting at­ 
torney. 
Possessed of the highest in­ 
tegrity, he commanded the respect 
of all. 
“ In 1882,” said Judge McClena- 
hau, ‘he had an office on the railway 
right of way west of the hose house. 
When I became a partner of the judge 
we removed to rooms In the newly 
completed 
First 
National 
bank 
block where formerly S. R. Adair had 
his jewelry store. 
The judge was a 
candidate to the legislature a§ a 
democrat and was defeated by Dr. J. 
R. Howes.” 
Upon leaving the bench, 
Holland devoted himself to real es­ 
tate, mining and other business In­ 
vestments. 
No history of the bank­ 
ing interests of Brainerd would be 
complete without special reference 


to Judge Holland. 
When the m at­ 
ter of the organization of what is 
now the First National 
bank 
of 
Brainerd was on foot it was Judge 
Holland who drew all necessary le­ 
gal papers in connection with the 
work and he was a stockholder from 
the start and a members of the first 
board of directors elected at the or­ 
ganization of the bank on the l i t h 
day of October, 1881. 
There have 
been few board meetings which he 
had not attend. 
He served continu­ 
ously as a director and was also vice 
president of the bank. 
Judge Holland, seeing the future 
of Brainerd clearly, 
had 
invested 
heavily in real estate and had not 
only much city realty 
but 
large 
(property interests throughout the 
country and had extensive holdings 
in the best iron ore lands on the Cuy- 
una range. 
He was instrumental with R. R. 
Wrise and Wm. C. White in organiz­ 
ing the Brainerd Mining company of 
which he was vice president. 
This 
company is the fee owner of the prop­ 
erty at Barrows being operated by 
the M. A. Hanna Co. 
He was active 
in the development of iron lands and 
last week had closed leases of lands 
he owned on the south side and in 
Southeast Brainerd. 
To many people of Brainerd the 
loss of Judge Holland comes as a sad 
blow. 
It means the passing away of 
a good and faithful friend, a man 
who believed in the upbuilding of 
Brainerd and this county, a man who 
was unostentatious in his charities 
and who was always willing to help 
the man or project which needed as­ 
sistance. 
Looking Dack over the tiles of the 
Daily Dispatch of March 
17, 
one 
reads a little interview the judge 
gave the writer. 
The Judge in sim­ 
ple language referred 
to the 
lift 
hereafter and reading it in conjunc­ 
tion with his sudden passing away, 
one is moved to tears. 
He was 70 
years old that 17tJi of March. 
He 
stated: 
“ I was a resident of Brainerd 41 
years on the ninth of October last. 
Am near to the mouth of life’s river. 
The great unknown ocean that all'j 
must navigate is a little way ahead, I 
just across the bend. 
“I feel that if I help do anything 
for the city that all my business life 
has been spent in, I should act quick­ 
ly.

PERU PROMISES 


TO ENDJRUELTY 


Minister to United States Gives 


Assurance ot Reform. 


FOLLOWS FULLER’S REPORT.

Peru will undertake to put n stop to 
the atrocities ;>eri>etrated on -the Li­ 
lian s in the Putum ayo rubber country 
and to prevent repetitious of the out­ 
rages. 
This prom ise is contained in 
a com m unication from Senor Pezet, 
P eruvian m inister to the United States, 
to the departm ent of state. 
The assurances of the Peruvian gov­ 
ernm ent come in the w’ake of investi­ 
gations conducted by Stuart J. Fuller 
in behalf of tile U nited States and Sir 
Roger Casem ent, British consul gen 
oral at Rio de Janeiro, who Journeyed 
to the very heart of tile Putum ayo Jun 
glen and then subm itted reports to 
their respective governm ents. 
Mr. Fuller’s report, together w ith a 
message from President T aft, w as sent 
to congress recently. 
The state de­ 
partm ent was furnished with a mass 
of Inform ation by the special envoy, 
but only the essential facts were giv­ 
en to congress. 
The rei*ort sent to 
congress says: 
Beginning in the year 1904, the firm 
of A rana Bros., which Inter became 
th e Peruvian Amazon company, im­ 
ported a num ber of Barbados men, 
who had been recruited in the island | 
of Barbados, w ith whom they entered j 
into a contract to serve as laborers in J 
the Putum ayo for a term of two years, j 
The 
num ber 
of 
men 
so 
im p o rted ! 
a mount ell altogether to about two hun­ 
dred. 
Upon arrival a t their destination they 
w ere armed w ith rifles and a large su p -1 
ply of cartridges and were dispatched : 
through the forests to different parts i 
of the region, w ith a view to enslaving J 
various tribes of docile, or a t any rate I 
of easily subdued. Indians who dw elt 
along the courses of the Carn para na 
and upper and middle Ignraparana riv­ 
ers, and occupied the country between 
those rivers besides the neighboring 
regions. 


M urder, Flogging and T o rtu re . 
In the exercise of ibis illegal com­ 
pulsion. 
frequently 
accom panied 
by 
gross outrages upon the Indians, in­ 
cluding murder, flogging and torture, 
the company, through its agents, forc­ 
ed the Barbados men actively to p ar­ 
ticipate. 
T hreats and in som e cases 
violence were used as a means of com ­ 
pelling th em _ i;o com m it Illegal act* 


upon the Indians in order to induce 
the latter to labor or bring in india rub­ 
ber upon their backs from the remote 
districts. 
The Barbados men them selves com­ 
plained that they had frequently suf­ 
fered ill treatm ent at the bauds of the 
agents of the company and that for 
long periods their food consisted of 
w hat they could get for themselves or 
obtain by some means from the Indi­ 
ans. 
A fter describing conditions in the 
robber regions the report to congress 
stuns up Mr. Fuller’s findings as fol­ 
lows: 
There is evidence th at the company 
has mended its ways to some extent, 
at least for the present. 
Ail of the In- i 
dbms present looked well fed and vig­ 
orous. although a considerable num lier 
in various posts bore the sears of old 
floggings. 
They are a small people, 
not overstrong physically, and. w hat­ 
ever they may have been in past gen­ 
erations. they are not now. and were 
not at the time the atrocities took 
place. wild, untam able cannibals, but, 
on the contrary, mild, docile, inoffen­ 
sive and childlike, ju st as described by 
Sir Roger Casement. 
As the region Is so rem ote from the 
capital and from all governm ental au­ 
thority, the whole zone is apparently 
left to the company to m anage as it 
sees fit. 
notw ithstanding the occur­ 
rences of the past. 
Tip to the present 
the adm inistration of justice through­ 
out the region has been in the hands of 
the com pany’s section chiefs. 
Several 
of these adm itted th at they had put 
both Indian and w hite employees in 
Hocks for minor offenses. 


System of Peonage. 
The labor of the Indians is secured 
by a system of peonage based on ad­ 
vances of merchandise. 
Paym ent is 
made for this labor; but, nevertheless. 
it is nothing more or less than forced 
labor. 
The tem ptation to abuse is im­ 
m inent and strong, especially since the 
w hite staff is offered a bonus for vigi­ 
lance. 
Considering the inaccessibility of the 
region, the heavy export tax and the 
inferior quality of the rn blier, it is dif­ 
ficult to see how the enterprise can I 
m ade to pay w ithout harsh treatm ent 
of the Indians. 
The am ount of rubber 
produced by the company continues to 
increase in spite of the fact that the 
native population of the district has 
greatly decreased. 
It Is questionable 
w hether, iii the absence of govern­ 
mental machinery in the zone, the 
w ithdraw al of the company would bet­ 
ter the lot of the Indians, for the te r 
rltory would then be throw n open to 
freebooting expeditions and slave raid­ 
ers. 


Tho First R a ilw a y Trains. 
Rome high speeds were attained by 
the early English railroad trains. The 
Illustrated London News of Aug. IO. 
1844. records th at four days previously 
“the Journey from Slough to Padding­ 
ton wns accomplished in less tim e than 
the distance had ever been traversed. 
The eighteen miles and a quarter only 
occupied fifteen m inutes and ten sec­ 
onds." 
So early as 1841 it w as an ­ 
nounced th at Brunel for a wager of 
£1.000 ($5,000) w as about to run a train 
from Bristol to London w ithin two 
hours. 
This feat does not appear to 
have been accomplished. 
Five years 
later, however, between Exeter and 
Starcross. Brunel m ade the Journey a t 
a speed of seventy miles an hour.

“biggest ship in 
the 
world” w as launched recently 
, 
at a Scotch shipyard. 
She is 
the Aqultania of the Cunnrd 
line and Is much larger than another 
“biggest In tho world,” the 111 fated 
Titanic, the sinking of which on her 
mnlden voyage, w ith the loss of more 
than 1,500 lives, w as a blow that stun­ 
ned the whole civilized world. 
Not long ago the Hamburg-Americun 
liner Imperator w as launched as “the 
biggest ship In tho world.” 
The Aqui- 
tnnla takes that honor now, In popular 
opinion, being a foot longer than the 
great German ship. 
The Imperator, 
however, w ill have a greater tonnage 
and passenger capacity. 
Her speed 
w ill be less than that of the Aquitauia 
by half a knot an hour. 
The big ship building race betw een 
these tw o powerful ocean transporta­ 
tion com panies Is not yet ended. 
In 
fact, the planning o f other ships which 
w ill be bigger than either the Itnpera- 
tor or the Aqultania already la under 
w ay; hence com es the question. “W hat 
w ill 
the 'world’s biggest steam ship' 
eventually be?” 
Astounding Prediction. 


The answ er of an English authority 
Is, “A ship half a mile long, register­ 
ing 200.000 tons, having a beam of 210 
feet and accom m odations for 00,000 
passengers, lf the growth in the size 
of ships continues as fast for the next 
forty years us It has during the last 
forty.” 
By means of a plotted curve he In­ 
dicated the grow ing size o f m odem lin­ 
ers. which begins with the Great W est­ 
ern In 1840 and rises with steadily in­ 
creasing uscent to the Aquitauia and 
Imperator of today. 
If this curve Is 
projected In 
the 
most conservative 
path to the year 1935 you have a ship 
1,000 feet long and In tw o decades 
more one of 2,350. or Ave tim es the 
length of the Olympic. 
“Ships have been grow ing larger,” he 
said, “ever since Mr. PaleoUthicus, or 
more probably his young son. first sat 
on a log and paddled him self across a 
creek. 
And the growth has been per­ 
fectly continuous except for one break 
at the close of the Roman empire, 
when civilization declined. 
“The extrem ely rapid developm ent 
of material civilization today w ill sure­ 
ly not be so much halted In the next 
generation, especially since the speed 
o f progress Is accelerating. 
Aud one 
o f the characteristics of civilization 
has for a century been a universal 
growth In the size of things—buildings, 
railroads, ships, machines. 


A Steady Growth. 
“It Is hard to im agine a ship whose 
cable links each w eigh two-thirds of u 
ton being launched in tw o decades and 
a half. 
But the curve of growth has 
been steady and sure, except where the 
Great Eastern exceeded it 
If we say 
thnt It will not continue In the future 
w e but echo w hat has been said tim e 
and ngaln In the past, and alw ays tile 
curve has continued. 
"Objections that greater ships would 
be unwieldy or too deep for our har­ 
bors have been made In the past and 
blotted out by the next leviathan. 
The 
advantages of having such large ships 
w ill be the greater speed they will a f­ 
ford. a reduction of tho dangers at sea 
and the provision of greater com forts 
and am usem ents, not to mention the 
practical abolition of seasickness.” 
The launching of the Aquitnnla ne­ 
cessitated arrangem ents on a scale of 
m agnitude never before required at a 
shipyard on the river Clyde. 
The area of the sliding w ays w as 
about 10,000 square feet and the pres­ 
sure about 2.0 tons per square fo o t 
Though the new ship w as built on the 
berth occupied by the Lusitania, the 
ground had to be remade. 
To enable it to bear the load It w as 
piled and crossplied, and over the cross- 
piles were placed layers of steel plates 
and quantities of cem ent, especially 
toward the way ends, where the pres­ 
sure when the vessel w as partly water 
borne w as enormous. 
In addition to 
the preparations in the yard, a good 
deal w as done In the river Itself w ith 
the object of securing sufficient room 
and water for the liner when she w as 
put afloat. 
Under their act of 1904 the Clyde 
navigation trustees widened a part of 
the river opposite the yard for the pur­ 
pose of accom m odating the Lusitania, 
and since that time, in anticipation of 
the launching of the Aquitauia. the 


w idening has been continued ulong the 
north side of the Nevvshot Isle—that is, 
along the south bank of the Clyde. 


Dredging Necessary. 


A large piece of land w as removed. 
and dredging operations Increased the 
depth of water in front of tho slip. 
Special provision had to be made in or­ 
der that when the ship “dipped” on 
finally leaving the w ays there would 
be an adequate depth of water. 
This 
abnormal depth Is. 
however, 
necessary only over a com paratively 
s rn ah area. ..Th* builders* fitting out 


basin 
Clydebank "also had to be 
dredged to accom m odate the liner. 
The Aquitnnla is expected to reach 
N ew York on her maiden trip in the 
spring of 1914. 
Her arrival there will 
present a new problem to the harbor 
experts, for special precautions must 
be observed In placing such a leviathan 
In a berth at the w ater front 
An Important feature of the Aqulta­ 
nia is the protection of vulnerable 
parts by m ew ls of a double shell, an 
Inner as w ell as an outer, both being 
water tig h t 
Further provision against 
flooding In case o f an accident also 
has been made by the construction of 
water tight decks. 
Anti-rolling tanks 
also w ill be used. 
The division of the ship Into water 
tight com partm ents Is much more ex­ 
tensive than Is required by any regu­ 
lations, 
and 
exceptional 
conditions 
m ight therefore buve been obtainable 
In connection w ith the lifeboats. 
The Cunnrd company fifteen months 
ago subm itted Its plans to the British 
board o f trade for an installation of 
lifeboats to accom m odate every pas­ 
senger on board. 
T w o motor lifeboats 
also w ill be provided. 


Lesson From the Titanic. 


The sam e provisions against acci­ 
dents also w ill be found In the big lin­ 
ers Lusitania. Mauretania and Impera­ 
tor. 
Profiting by the appalling lesson 
o f the Titanic disaster, the ow ners of 
thnt lost “queen of the seas" also are 
equipping their vessels w ith double 
hulls. 
T he Olympic, sister ship to the 
Titanic, Is an example. 
All that human skill can do to make 
the Olympic safe has been done. 
For 
four months she w as In the hands of 
her builders, and at u cost of $1,500,000 
she w as given a double hull and equip­ 
ped with lifeboats capable of holding 
all her passengers and crew and with 
davits to lower them safe from the 
ship In the event of an accident. 
The Olympic is now a ship within a 
ship, and to make her so she w as sub­ 
mitted to the greatest piece o f surgery 
ever performed. 
Tills inner skin is a 
great w ater tight compartment so sub­ 
divided by bulkheads that it would ap­ 
pear Im possible to sink her, no matter 
bow great a hole m ight be torn in the 
outer shell. 
The greatest m enace to navigation is 
Icebergs and. next, derelicts. 
It w as 
an Iceberg that sent the mighty T itan­ 
ic to her doom, an iceberg that ripped 
ber bottom open as a fishmonger rips a 
fish. 
But there ne<“d be no fear of such 
a catastrophe overtaking the improved 
Olympic. 
The surgeons attended to 
th a t 
W hen the Olympic cam e from the 
operating room she had a new skin 
grafted, not on the outside, for that is 
an everyday operation, but on the In­ 
side. 
From bow to stern on either side 
and from her double bottom to a d is­ 
tance of seven feet above the water 
line this inner skin extends. 
Betw een 
the Inner skin and the outer skin and 
extending across the entire ship are 
thick steel bulkheads. 
T he result of the double skin and the 
bulkheads is to produce over IOO w a­ 
ter tight com partm ents, m aking it im ­ 
possible for the big ship to sink even 
though sh e were stove In at the bows 
for a distance o f forty feet. 


Plenty of Lifeboats. 


To m ake the ship doubly safe for 
her crew and passengers there are 
sixty-five lifeboats on the boat deck, 
capable o f holding 3.488 persons, aud 
w hen It Is realized that the carrying 
capacity of the vessel, both passenger 
and crew , is 3,473 It will be seen that 
there is no scarcity o f boats. 
When the Olympic w ent into the 
hands of the surgeons it w as necessary 
to lift several of the tw enty-eight boil­ 
ers of the steam er from their beds to 
permit 
the riveters 
and 
platers 
to 
work. 
Upward of 100.000 .*lvets bad to be 
drawn and 250.000 new rivets ham ­ 
mered home on the 1,200 tons of new 
plates that compose the inner skin o f 
the ship. 
A s a result of the operation the 
w eight o f the patient w as increased 
from 45,324 to 46,350 tons gross regis­ 
ter. 
Such a great am ount o f labor on the 
big ships now under construction nev­ 
er will be necessary after they are put 
Into service for the reason that the 
double shell and other safety devices 
are being Installed as primary fea­ 
tures of construction. 
For Instance, the Aqultania and the 
Imperator will carry tw o motor life­ 
boats each and will 
have powerful 
searchlights and w ireless apparatus of 
the greatest possible efficiency.

H e declared thnt any man wise 
enough to criticise the inspired Word 
should be accepted na an Inspired au­ 
thority. cartable of w riting a better 
statem ent of the D ivine Plan. 
Ile be­ 
lieves that the Holy Scriptures, as St. 
Paul declares, were w ritten aforetim e 
by holy men for the admonition of the 
Church, because God w ishes Ills people 
to understand H is arrangements. 
We 
should hold fast “the faith once deliv­ 
ered to the saints,” and not allow the 
w isdom of men to make the Word of 
God of none effect. 
Ho reminded his

In 1894, during the revolution In Ko­ 
rea. Mr. Kimm organized a corps of 
volunteer troops for the government 
and In 1895 was seut to Japan by the 
Korean emperor as a governm ent stu­ 
dent of military science.

ing year he cam e to America and in 
1899, by edict of the emperor, w as ap­ 
pointed an attache to the Korean lega­
